.My dear Teacher: 

As provided by Section 8b, 8c, and 
8d, Acts of 1918, I am enclosing you 
a Temperance Day Program. 1 am 
iiuro it is not necessary for mo to urge 
upon you tlie observance ot this Day 
to teach the Importance of Temper- 
ance, not only to your pupils but to 
the community. This Is most Impor- 
tant this year, as on the 4th of Novem- 
ber the people of Kentucky must vote 
tor the amendment for State-wide pro- 
hibition or against it, and as teachers 
and leadera tor a better and happier 
Kentucky, we are certainly anxious 
that the people vote by a largo ma- 
jority tor thia amen4maat 

October Slst haa been aet apart as 
Arbor Day, and this affords you an e»- 
cellent opportunity to render a real 
service to the Btete by planting trees. 

Taking the counties in alphabetical 
order, we will begin to ship to the 
County Superintendents the new 
Course of Study today, and you should 
have this bulletin in your hands and 
be conductinR your school according 
to its directions within a few days. 
Under the law-, no itachcr can draw 
the public money who docs not teach 
according to the Course of Study. This 
Course of Study is Intended to serve 
for five years, or during the life of 
the present text book adoption, and 
should bo oaretully preserved and 
turned orar to yonr County Superin- 
tendent at the end of the term. 

I am sending with thia Conrao ot 
study Haalth Bnllotiaa prepared by 
the Unitod Btataa Ooromment, the 
state Boai« ot Haalth and the Depart- 
ment ot Uneatlon. I am anre you 
will raooivo these gladly and teach 
I horonghly tif your puplla the lessons 
contained therein. We are hoping not 
to have a recurrence of the terrible 
epidemic through which we passed 
last fall and winter, and your Intelll- 
^ence and watchful care should be one 
of the greateet taotora te provontlng 
this calamity. 

Our Government has given to the 
teachers of the Nation the greatest 
opportunity they have ever had of 
leaching Economy and Thrift. Vou 
may do thia by organizing Thrift So- 
cieties in your school and leading the 
b<jys and girls to habits of aystematlc 
laving, which will prove of great bene- 
1t not only to the Nation but to the

New York, October 14.— With Ite re- 
serve food auppiy rapidly shrinking 
toward the famine ptiTnt, Mew York to- 
day Is facing a crisis In one of the 
worst labor situntions in its history. 
At least L'i;(t.(MH> workers arc cither on 
strike or idle as a result of strikes. 

The walkout of 11,(10(1 t('aiiisl(>rs. 
chauffeurs and lieliiers has i aiisid tlie 
.VmerlcHii Kailway KxprcsB coiiiiiany 
to place an eiiibaruo on all express 
packages entering or leaving the i ity. 
Virtually all of the fish, vegetables and 
other perlehable food are shipped here 
by express. The strike of the long' 
shoremen, harbor and ferry workers 
has caused enormous quantities of 
food to rot on the docks and in ships. 
No coal has reached here for several 
days. A little milk and a few tons of 
vegetables have reached the city by 
circultoua routes. 

The Industrial unrest In the city Is 
shown In a statement by Ernest 
Hohm, secretary of the Central Fed 
crated I'nion of Greater New York, 
in which he says 120,0((0 workers af- 
lillated with the Anicrican Federation 
of Labor are on strike.

Exploslve-.Vaker Arrested by Federal 
Afoata at Gary> lad.— Priaoaor IB> 

volvcd In Terrorist Campaign 
— Directly Connected With 
Bfaist at Home of At- 
torney General. 

Chicago, October 14.— The nation- 
wide terrorist bomb plots of last May 
and June are about to be cleared up. 
The alleged maker ot the bomb that 
waa exploded In the doorway ot tho 
homo ot Attorney Oeneral Palmer la 
In Washington, June 8, haa l>oen ar- 
rested In Oary. Ind.. Federal oSotala 
announce. 

The man held in connection with 
the Palmer bomb exploaion la bo- 
lieved, It Is said, to have been tho 
maker of the 36 bombs sent through 
the malls in boxes wrapped in paper 
from the Glinbel Bros.' store In New 
York and timed to reach their Intend- 
ed victims on May 1. ine peculiar 
style of manufacture, with tho Ingen- 
ious contrivance of the explosive, has 
linked them unmistakably with a base- 
ment radical factory raided at Qary- 
by the Federal troops, it Is said. 

Since the 1,C00 soldiers of the 
Fourth and Sixth divisions took con- 
trol of Gary, investigations have been 
shrouded In secrecy. There have boon 
many arresta made and a strong stock- 
ade built In which to keep the prison- 
ers. How many men besides tho al- 
leged mob maker are held in connec- 
tion with the nation-wide plota has 
not been revealed by the Federal au- 
thorities, civil or military. 

A radical leader named IvanoB^ 
known. It is said, to have been tho 
I agent who carried the Qlmbel bombs 
from Gary to New York for trans- 
mission throiii;h the mails, is being 
sought.
